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End in sight for saga 
of Queensbury Lodge?

THE “town centre eyesore”, 
Queensbury Lodge, may be subject 
to a Compulsory Purchase Order 
(CPO) as a last resort to get the area 
back up to standard after decades 
of ongoing negotiations with the 
site’s owners. 

Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) are sending in their experts 
to the Queensbury Lodge site on 
the High Street in Newmarket to get 
a list of repairs needed to preserve 
the building as they work to end the 
ongoing saga. 

The council will also be commis¬ 
sioning a study to look at potential 
uses for the site, finally lifting it out 
of the state of disrepair which it has 
been in for many years. 

Cllr Rona Burt, cabinet member 
for planning, housing and trans¬ 
port, said: “This saga has gone on 
for far too long and people are sim¬ 
ply fed up with it being a town cen¬ 
tre eyesore. 

“We are trying to achieve a so¬ 
lution through negotiation and 
would prefer to resolve the situa¬ 
tion by those means. 

“But we will try, should all else 
fail, to get a Compulsory Purchase 
Order and deliver an appropriate 
development for the site.” 


Queensbury Lodge used to be a 
racehorse training ground, and has 
been subject to many planning ap¬ 
plications over the years. 

The latest, earlier this year, saw 
an application for a supermarket to 
be built on the site. 

This was rejected by FHDC, with 
the decision upheld on appeal, 
which came to a head at the begin¬ 
ning of April. 


The council can now appeal to 
the Secretary of State and ask for a 
CPO, and will next month be going 
to the site to prepare a valuation 
and commission a developmental 
brief. 

The brief will include extensive 
consultation to identify future uses, 
and will be used to inform future 
applications for the site. 

Cllr James Waters, council leader,

said: “Queensbury Lodge is an im¬ 
portant gateway to the town. 

“With the Home of Horseracing 
under construction just down the 
road, helping to attract more peo¬ 
ple to the town centre, and with 
Newmarket Vision pulling together 
people from all walks of life and 
interests to improve their town, we 
simply can’t have this prominent 
site in such a state. 


“This whole process may take 
a couple of years to complete 
but councillors feel Queensbury 
Lodge’s decline has gone on for 
long enough. 

“Hopefully we can work with the 
owner to sort this out but if not, we 
will finish the job ourselves.” 

The development has been wel¬ 
comed by Newmarket town coun¬ 
cillors, who have also been trying to 
get improvements to the site made 
for many years. 

Town mayor Cllr Rachel Hood 
said: “We greatly welcome this ini¬ 
tiative. 

“On behalf of Newmarket Town 
Council I’d like to reiterate our 
support for the action the district 
council is taking to rectify the situ¬ 
ation which has been damaging for 
our town for well over 20 years.” 

And Cllr Robin Millar, who rep¬ 
resents the All Saints ward in New¬ 
market on the district council, said 
he was “hopeful” that the CPO step 
would provide a solution. 

He added: “The council is serious 
in its intent to resolve the situation 
at Queensbury Lodge. 

“I have been pressing for action 
for years and am hopeful that at 
last a solution can be found which 
is good for the site, the owner, the 
racing industry and the town.”

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Medical student found drowned in 
river may have been 'tragic accident' 


THE body of a medical stu¬ 
dent was found in a river in 
Hungary three months after 
he disappeared, an inquest 
heard. 

Daniel Gliksten, 23, of 
Denham Estate, near New¬ 
market, was last seen alive 
on the Chain Bridge in Bu¬ 
dapest in the early hours of 
December 31, 2012. 

On Tuesday, an inquest at 
Bury St Edmunds was told 
that Mr Gliksten, was report¬ 


ed missing the following day. 

Despite police enquiries 
and publicity, no trace of Mr 
Gliksten was found until his 
body was found near anoth¬ 
er bridge on the River Dan¬ 
ube on March 20, 2013. 

Although a post mortem 
examination found traces 
of alcohol in Mr Gliksten’s 
blood, Coroner Dr Peter 
Dean could not be certain it 
played a part in his death. 

The post mortem exami¬ 


nation concluded he had 
drowned, said Dr Dean. 

Identification of his body 
was carried out through a 
friend confirming keys and 
items of clothing were his, 
and through dental records. 

Recording an open verdict, 
Dr Dean said: “We simply 
do not have any firm details 
about how he came to be 
in the water. This may have 
been a tragic accident but we 
don’t know.”

She said: “I am really 
pleased. My next step is go¬ 
ing to Long Road Sixth Form 
in Cambridge for A-levels. 

“The teachers here were 
the most caring I have had.

Weronika Kurzynska was 
also celebrating after she got 
seven A* or A grades.

her results after overcoming 
health problems to take her 
exams. She said: “I missed 
most of year 11 due to ill¬ 
ness. I managed to get two 
A*s, five As and then Bs. 

“There was a time when 
I came back to school and 
had to do six controlled as¬ 
sessments in two weeks be¬ 
cause of what I’d missed so 
I’m really pleased with my 
results.” 

West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock was also on hand 
at the college to congratu¬ 
late students as they re¬ 
ceived their results. 

He said: “The transforma¬ 
tion of the students from 
bags of nerves to a being on 
a high from receiving their 
results is always energetic. 

“The results show that 
Newmarket Academy is 
moving in the right direc¬ 
tion. There is still a lot of 
work to do but I would like 
to pay tribute to the staff 


and the standards they have 
achieved because this has 
been a difficult year and 
they have come through it.” 

But over at Mildenhall 
Academy, headteacher Su¬ 
san Byles criticised new 
GCSE practices, saying the 
system was “intent on fail¬ 
ing” students who needed 
an alternative to GCSEs. 

A total of 40 per cent of 
their students achieved A* to 
C grades, including English 
and Maths. 

Ms Byles said: “In truth, 
we are disappointed with 
the results which simply do 
not reflect the incredible 
hard work undertaken by 
these students. 

“GCSEs are becoming in¬ 
creasingly difficult to pass 
and there are now fewer op¬ 
portunities for students to 
resit their exams or study for 
alternative qualifications. 

“Therefore it is all or noth¬ 
ing for those students who

A TOTAL of 46 per cent of 
students at Newmarket 
Academy this year achieved 
five A* to C grades including 
English and Maths - in 2012, 
that figure was just 28 per 
cent.

THIS year marked the 
first year of a changed 
assessment system for 
students in the UK. 

Unlike previous years 
where coursework was 
used to assess students' 
progress, modular courses 
were scrapped and instead, 
exams were taken at the 
end of the two years of 
GCSE teaching. 

And unlike previous 
years when students were 
able to resit exams until 
they received a satisfactory 
mark, this year, the mark 
achieved in their first 
attempt was the mark that 
went forward. 

For students taking 
their exams in 2015, new 
teaching for GCSEs will be 
introduced. 

Changes in the way 
A-levels are sat will also be 
introduced from September 
2015, meaning an AS-level 
in English will no longer 
count towards a final 
A-level grade.

They will shop at Tesco and will go 
into the city centre for anything else 
as there is nothing in Newmarket to 
attract shoppers. 

Until the Guineas owners reduce 
the rent/rates on the units in town, 
it will not attract shoppers that work 
in Cambridge or Bury St Edmunds. 
Can I point out that I am not a 
conservative supporter, just a 
concerned resident who lives on an 
already too busy road into town.

A BUSINESS owner in New¬ 
market is angry about a new 
policy being introduced by 
Newmarket Town Council 
and Forest Heath District 
Council to tidy up the “clut¬ 
ter” of A-boards and inap¬ 
propriate advertising on the 
High Street. 

Last week, the two councils 
came together to introduce 
a policy to clean up the area 
as they said it was “clut¬ 
tered” with A-boards and 
other advertising material 
that detract from the histor¬ 
ic character and the conser¬ 
vation area. 

As the News reported, 
traders were invited to the 
council chambers to hear 
about the new plans and air 
their views about the crack¬ 
down. 

Staff from FHDC ex¬ 
plained they would be tak¬ 
ing “enforcement measures” 
in order to clean up the High 
Street - but some were un¬ 
happy with the move. 

One trader, who did not 
wish to be named, said it 
would create a “sterile” High 
Street. 

“We will be going from 
promoting businesses to 
nothing,” he said. 

“They should be say¬ 
ing ‘let’s work together and 
make this town amazing’. 

“We could be doing so 
much and instead they’re 
doing things to make it 
harder for us.” 

The retailer said putting 
an A-board out on the High 
Street had a massive effect 
on the trade it brought in to 
his business. 

He added: “If I put a board 
out there in the afternoon 
with a beautiful picture of a 
scone and cream tea, I will 
get people in for cream teas. 

“If not, I walk in and it’s

dead. There’s a reason why 
KFC pays to have its brand¬ 
ing on the phone box - be¬ 
cause it works. And that’s OK 
if you can afford to do that, 
but small businesses can’t. 

“I understand that they do 
not want the place littered 
with signs but they need 
some alternative that would 
be better than a heavy hand¬ 
ed approach. 

“They will destroy the 
High Street with the meas¬ 
ures they have laid out. It’s 
such a shame.” 

Other business owners 
expressed their concerns 
at last Tuesday’s meeting, 
with some saying provisions 
from the council, such as 
the board showing names of 
shops on Sun Lane, was not 
enough to attract customers. 

But the Retailers’ Associa¬ 
tion has welcomed the move 
by the councils and says it 
will improve the area. 

Diane Robertshaw, chair¬ 
man of the retailers’ asso¬ 
ciation, said: “I think we do 
need to address the signage 
that is all over the town. It 
does tend to look very un¬ 
tidy. 

“There is a licensing act 


in place we are supposed to 
adhere to when we display 
signs. 

“I think the councils have 
been very lenient for the last 
two years. 

“If A-boards are becoming 
a nuisance, which they are, 
then we have to deal with it. 

“If retailers want a sign 
on the High Street then they 
should go about it the right 
way.” 

She added: “The retailers’ 
association is there for re¬ 
tailers to support them. 

“The councillors support 
us so if they come along to 
our meetings, they will be 
listened to.” 

Town mayor Rachel Hood 
said the crackdown was a 
good thing for the town. 

She said: “It’s about the 
appearance of Newmarket. 

“Newmarket is a town that 
has, in my view, suffered 
from lack of appropriate en¬ 
forcement of signage, par¬ 
ticularly given that the High 
Street is a conservation area. 

“It would benefit everyone 
if the signage in the town is 
appropriate to the style of 
town that we are. 

“We welcome the initia¬ 


tive to review the signage and 
to improve it for retailers and 
businesses and all of our resi¬ 
dents. 

“It’s a positive message, not 
a message saying we want to 
do anything other than im¬ 
prove the appearance of the 
town so everyone can ben¬ 
efit.”

A SOHAM man is set to take on a 
half marathon next month to mark 
the 10th anniversary of his best 
friend’s death. 

Damon Hurrell, 44, will be tak¬ 
ing part in the Great North Run 
in memory of his best friend Neil 
Barnes, who was killed in a car ac¬ 
cident just outside Burwell in Oc¬ 
tober 2004. 

Neil was just 34 when he was 
killed, leaving behind his parents 
Robin and Rosemarie Barnes.

He is aiming to raise £500 for 
the Help Me Hear appeal, raising 
money for three-year-old Danny 
Pickard, who has CHARGE syn¬ 
drome, to have pioneering surgery 
to hopefully help him to hear.

The Great North Run is known 
as the “world’s greatest half mara¬ 
thon”, with 122,000 people taking 
part in 2013. 

The route starts in Newcastle, 
taking in the Tyne Bridge, going 
through Gateshead and passing 
the athletics stadium before fin¬ 
ishing in South Shields. 

Damon added: “I’m hoping the 
13 miles will tick by quite easily as 
I’ve never been to Newcastle be¬ 
fore so it will be down roads I’ve 
never been to, and I think the Red 
Arrows do a fly past as well. 

“I’m just excited and I’ll be try¬ 
ing to raise as much money as pos¬ 
sible.” 

lust a year ago, the 44-year-old

Damon will be treating the half 
marathon, which he is running 
with his brother in law, as a ‘re¬ 
membrance’ run for Neil, as the 
pair were very close throughout 
their childhood and adult life.

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Buntie takes the 
plunge and is back 
on her feet again

A DETERMINED and “inspiring” 
guide dog who lost the use of her legs 
is back on her feet again thanks to a 
local organisation. 

Buntie, a six-year-old black Labra¬ 
dor lost the physical strength in all of 
her legs, putting her back into pup- 
pyhood and struggling with every 
day tasks. 

She was taken to the Animal Health 
Trust in Kentford, where she was un¬ 
able to walk, and had a neurological 
examination. 

The vet team found that her re¬ 
flex reactions had decreased, mean¬ 
ing many of her nerves had stopped 
functioning properly. 

Anita Shea, clinician in neurology 
and neurosurgery, said: “Several ini¬ 
tial tests were performed to ensure 
that there was no obvious cause for 
Buntie’s weakness elsewhere in her 
body. 

“In Buntie’s case, we then per¬ 
formed further tests under general 
anaesthesia where little needles were 
placed in her muscles to measure 
electrical activity.” 

Anita found Buntie’s nerves were 
not stimulating her muscles - so bi¬ 
opsies were taken and sent to a neu¬ 
romuscular laboratory in San Diego 
for analysis. 

While no diseases were found, the 
AHT team thought Buntie may have 
been exposed to toxins, causing ei¬ 
ther poisoning or an allergic reac¬ 
tion, causing her to lose muscle and 
nerve function. 

Buntie’s problems couldn’t be fixed 
using medication - so instead the 
team turned to water. 

While she stayed at the AHT, Bun¬ 
tie underwent daily intensive physi¬ 
otherapy in their hydrotherapy pool.

At the start of her treatment, Bun- 
lie was unable to even support her 
Dwn weight. But as the days went on, 
:he guide dog moved from the hy¬ 
drotherapy pool to the underwater 
ireadmill, which helped to build her 
nuscle and improve the coordina- 
:ion and placement of her feet. 

Less than a month later, Buntie 
vas standing up unaided and taking 
steps around the pool house. 

And just eight weeks after she was 
referred to the AHT, Buntie was back 
ap and running on her feet, and go¬ 
ng back to work as a guide dog, 
supporting her owner with her daily 
needs. 

Anita added: “During her time at 
:he AHT, Buntie became a firm fa¬ 
vourite with all the staff involved in 
ner care and recovery. 


“She is such a lovely dog, even in 
the early stages when she had diffi¬ 
culty in standing, Buntie was always 
positive and motivated with her tail 
constantly wagging. 

“She was so inspiring, with her 
dogged determination to get back to 
the duties she was trained to do.” 

Samantha Gould, hydrotherapist 
at the AHT, said Buntie’s progress 
was amazing. 

She added: “I’m over the moon 
with how far Buntie has come in 
such a short time. 

“She is a true fighter. Giving in to 
her illness was never an option for 
her. Buntie remained a happy and 
determined lady, which in no doubt 
stems from the remarkable way in 
which she was trained by Guide 
Dogs.”

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I’m injured now, but I’ll be back 


As captain of Cambridge United, Ian Miller has experienced all-time career 
highs - and lows. As the new season gets into its stride, he tells Alice Ryan 
about his life, work, and enduring love of the beautiful game 


IT’S been a bittersweet year for Ian Miller. 
In many ways, the 2013-14 season was the 
finest of his football career to date: he cap¬ 
tained Cambridge United to win both the 
coveted FA Trophy and promotion to the 
Football League. 

But - in the 86th minute of the play-off fi¬ 
nal at Wembley, with United leading Gates¬ 
head 2-1 - he also sustained a 
game-changing injury: a rup¬ 
tured Achilles tendon. 

“I knew straight away it was 
serious,” he admits, with a 
pained smile. “I tried to put 
my foot down and it didn’t 
feel right; I looked down and 
it was like an elastic band had 
snapped at the back of my leg. 

“Initially the crowd start¬ 
ed booing me; I think they 
thought I was mucking 
around. Then the medics 
came over, felt for my Achil¬ 
les and discovered it wasn’t 
there... And so I was stretch - 
ered off, just four minutes 
from the end of the game. 

“I’ll always remember be¬ 
ing in the treatment room and begging a 
nurse to go and find out the score. Waiting 
to know whether we’d made it or not -1 was 
so pumped with adrenaline, I honestly think 
that was more agonising than my leg! 

“When she came back and said ‘You’ve 
won’, I was literally screaming with jubila¬ 


tion. I told them they had to get me back on 
to the pitch right now... so they put me in a 
wheelchair. 

“I couldn’t go up the steps to celebrate with 
the rest of the team - but all that really mat¬ 
tered was the promotion.” 

Ian’s leg remains strapped and encased in 
an orthopaedic boot. “I’ve been non-weight¬ 
bearing for the last eight weeks 
and, I’m not going to lie, it 
hasn’t been easy,” concedes the 
30-year-old. 

“My wife Vicki and I have got 
a five-week-old, Albie - a little 
brother for Hudson, who’s 2 - 
and I’ve not been able to carry 
him. The only time I can have a 
cuddle is when I sit down on the 
sofa. That’s been the most frus¬ 
trating thing of all.” 

Born in Colchester in 1983, the 
youngest of two boys, Ian says 
theirs was a sporty household. 

Playing in a Sunday league 
from the age of 8, Ian admits: 
“People said I was good. But at 
that stage I never thought I was 
going to grow up to be a profes¬ 
sional footballer. It was just something I did 
for fun.” 

Although his passion for the game grew 
with age, Ian, who lives in a village just outside 
Newmarket, says it remained a hobby until, 
while studying sports science at West Suffolk 
College, he joined Bury Town.

By then 22, his prowess on the pitch was 
starting to attract serious attention - and he 
was offered an all-expenses-paid scholar¬ 
ship to the US. “It was tempting, don’t get me 
wrong: the package even included a beach 
house. But I’m a bit of a home-bird, I suppose; 
I like spending time with my family.” 

It’s tradition for Bury to play a pre-season 
friendly with Ipswich Town. That match 
proved Ian’s big break. “The manager called 
up and said ‘We’d like to get him in’... We 
played the friendly on the Thursday and by 
the Monday I was training with Ipswich. It was 
that quick.” 

Ian was, he remembers, “totally blown 
away”. “I just felt so grateful for the opportu¬ 
nity. My dad told me to enjoy each day, and 
that’s exactly what I did. 

“I was on an extended trial, because I hadn’t 
come through ‘the system’, and when I was fi¬ 


nally offered that contract it was amazing. I’d 
just been given a job as a professional foot¬ 
baller.” 

After spells with both Darlington and 
Grimsby, Ian came to the Abbey last year. 

Having captained every side he’s played for, 
Ian (nicknamed ‘Dusty’) was straight away 
asked to lead the U’s: “I wouldn’t call myself 
bossy, but I enjoy that leadership role. The 
armband doesn’t turn you into a different 
player; I just think it plays to my strengths.” 

An important part of the role is, he says, to 
maintain discipline and set a good example. 

Ian says he was confident from the outset 
that Cambridge United had a shot at both pro¬ 
motion and the FA Trophy. Starting last season 
unbeaten in a record-breaking 16 games, mo¬ 
rale among the squad was high: “When the 
team’s doing well, everyone’s happy.” 

Holding the FA Trophy in his hands - United 
beat Gosport Borough 4-0 to win it, again at 
Wembley, in March of this year - was, says 
Ian, “incredible”. “Nothing compares to that. 
It’s almost like time stands still; like your life 
flashes before your eyes.” 

For now, Ian is giving his all to his rehabilita¬ 
tion. “The first hurdle was the operation, and 
the first thing the surgeon said was ‘This is the 
worst injury you could possibly have. Some 
players never come back from it’. I said ‘Well, 
I’m not going to be one of those players’. My 
plan is to get back to playing as soon as pos¬ 
sible.” 

Keeping his fitness levels up any way he 
can, Ian is also having regular physio. 

“I feel like I’ve got a good few years left as a 
player and after that maybe I’ll go into coach¬ 
ing. 

“Not a day goes by when I don’t feel lucky. 
Football’s a famously short-lived career - and 
I want to make the most of every last minute.”

Pasha died 
from drugs 
overdose, 
inquest told 


A TALENTED art student who 
had battled with mental health 
issues died after taking an over¬ 
dose of prescription drugs, an 
inquest heard. 

Pasha Clark was just 16 when 
she suffered a cardiac arrest at 
home in Soham on June 8. 

Despite the efforts of her fa¬ 
ther, Steven Clark, and the emer¬ 
gency services, Pasha, a student 
at Soham Village College, died. 

An inquest into her death was 
held in Huntingdon last Wednes¬ 
day and heard that Pasha had 
taken an overdose of the pre¬ 
scription drug, Propranolol. 

Dr Penny Wright, the patholo¬ 
gist who carried out the post 
mortem, said the high levels of 
drug would have caused heart 
failure, and cardiac arrest. 

She said that “superficial lac¬ 
erations” were also found on Pa¬ 
sha’s forearm. 

The inquest heard that Pasha 
had suffered with mental health 
issues since she was around 13, 
and that she had been bullied - 
at school, in the local commu¬ 
nity and online. 

The inquest heard she had 
self-harmed, taken overdoses, 
expressed suicidal thoughts and 
experimented with alcohol and 
drugs in the past. 

Pasha’s mum, Tracey Edwards 


■ JORDAN DAY 

described her daughter as “head 
strong, thoughtful, caring and a 
bit of a perfectionist” but admit¬ 
ted she “did not like authority or 
rules”. 

She said: “We really thought 
she was turning a corner. She 
struggled to cope with things 
and she wanted to get better but 
she tried to deal with things her¬ 
self and found it difficult. 

“The bullying was a real issue. 
It was happening in school, in 
the local community and via Fa¬ 
cet) ook and texts. 

“It’s a terrible, terrible thing.” 

Pasha, who had secured places 
to study at two art colleges af¬ 
ter leaving school, had received 
support from the Child and Ado¬ 
lescent Mental Health Service at 
the Brookside Family Consulta¬ 
tion Clinic in Cambridge, and 
had completed school-based 
counselling just months before 
she died. 

Pasha’s cause of death was 
given as a Propranolol overdose 
which lead to acute heart failure. 

William Morris said it was un¬ 
clear whether Pasha had delib¬ 
erately intended to take her own 
life, or whether she was “crying 
out for help”, so a narrative con¬ 
clusion was recorded.

MILLION DOLLAR ARM (PG, 124 mins) 

IF Jerry Maguire and Slumdog Millionaire 
gave birth to an impossibly cute love 
child, it would look something like 
Million Dollar Arm. 

Based on an incredible true story, 

Craig Gillespie's unapologetically 
feel-good sports drama follows a 
down-on-his-luck agent, who attempts 
to introduce baseball to India via an 
outlandish rags-to-riches competition. 

Screenwriter Tom McCarthy fashions 
an armful of well-worn cliches into an 
irresistibly sweet and charming tale of 
triumph against adversity that scores a 
home run when it matters. 

Key to the film's appeal is handsome 
leading man Jon Hamm, who swaps 
the tailored suits of Mad Men for 
more casual attire as he travels around 
south Asia, searching for diamonds in 
the rough to an evocative soundtrack 
composed by AR Rahman. 

Hamm lights up the screen and enjoys 
comic interludes with Alan Arkin playing 
a grouchy baseball scout, who steps 
into the stifling heat of foreign climes 
and growls: "Get me to a hotel and 
don't wake me up again until someone's 
throwing a baseball." 

Sports agent JB Bernstein (Hamm) and 
business partner Ash Vasudevan (Aasif 
Mandvi) are on the brink of financial 
ruin. 

They need to find fresh talent who 
can, in the words of Cuba Gooding Jr in 
Jerry Maguire, show them the money. 

Unfortunately, home-grown sports 
stars are thin on the ground and 
overseas audiences are nuts about 
cricket, a sport which JB abhors: "It's 



like an insane asylum opened up and 
all the inmates were allowed to play a 
game." 

Late one night, JB has a brainwave: 
a competition to bring two bowlers 
from India to America to challenge 
for a lucrative Major League Baseball 
contract. 

Wealthy businessman Chang (Tzi 
Ma) finances the scheme but demands 
results within 12 months. 

Flanked by translator Amit (Pitobash) 
and scout Ray Poitevint (Arkin), JB 
travels around India and unearths two 
raw talents: Dinesh Patel (Madhur 
Mittal) and Rinku Singh (Suraj Sharma). 

They head for JB's plush apartment in 
America where fish-out-of-water Dinesh 
and Rinku train under pitching coach 
Tom House (Bill Paxton). 

JB neglects his charges until Brenda 


(Lake Bell), the pretty ER nurse 
who rents his guesthouse, pricks his 
conscience. "They need to see you 
care," she warns him. 

Million Dollar Arm is a polished 
amalgamation of countless other sports 
movies that compel us to root for the 
underdog. 

Familiarity breeds delight in Gillespie's 
film, relying on a strong ensemble cast 
to milk laughter and tears when it seems 
the script will strike out. 

Cinematographer Gyula Pados 
contrasts the rich colours of India with 
cold, clinical greys of corporate profit- 
driven America. 

The romantic subplot involving Hamm 
and Bell follows the same trajectory as 
the rest of the film, but we're powerless 
to resist each predictable beat of the 
characters' hearts.

Perk up your 

patio pots 



AS summer draws to a close and plants in 
pots start looking tired, it’s time to give your 
containers a fresh new look for autumn and 
winter. 

As well as making new plantings, consider 
brightening up existing containers. Give wooden 
troughs and windowboxes a 
good sand before repainting 
them in whatever colour takes 
your fancy, but just make sure 
it complements the area rather 
than standing out like a sore 
thumb. 

Retro lovers may like to 
recycle items like food cans 
and tins, colanders, old metal 
buckets or bread tins, old 
wooden crates or even brightly 
coloured plastic trugs (with 
drainage holes in the bottom) 
to use as containers. 

If you only want to replace certain plants which 
have gone over, dig them out carefully with a 
hand fork and then replace the old compost with 
fresh, preferably the type which contains slow- 
release fertiliser and water-retaining gel. Fill in 
the gaps with temporary colourful autumn plants 
such as autumn cyclamen, pansies and violas, 
combined with dwarf marguerites and berried 


winter cherries. 

Alternatively, once your summer annuals in pots 
are truly spent, plant up a cool mix of autumn 
stunners, combining flowers and fruits with ivies 
and other hardy foliage plants. Include colourful 
ornamental kales and cabbages, heucheras and 
cape heath and, when the 
weather really cools down, 
shelter displays as much as 
possible to keep them frost-free. 

Chrysanthemums, which 
went out of fashion for years 
as they have a reputation for 
being time-consuming and 
needing tic in the greenhouse, 
have improved. There are many 
varieties which come into their 
own in the autumn, producing 
masses of flowers from August 
until November, including C. 
'Mei-kyo', a pink variety. 

Hopefully the hardy pansies and violas should 
last right through autumn until the beginning 
of winter. All this should be complemented with 
eye-catching evergreen foliage plants as well as 
spring-flowering hardy primroses, polyanthus and 
winter-flowering heathers. 

If you're planting up containers in autumn, 
don't forget to add some bulbs which will give 


you colour from late winter through to spring. 

The bulbous Reticulata irises flower in late 
winter and early spring and, being mainly blue, 
combine effectively with white and yellow Crocus 
chrysanthus cultivars. 

Dwarf narcissi such as 'February Gold' and 
'Tete a Tete', also brighten up spring planters, as 
do snowdrops and grape hyacinth, while tulips 
will carry the flowering season into late spring. 
Pint-sized blue Scilla siberica can be used to fill in 
around the base of deciduous pot-grown shrubs 
but also make good plant partners for dwarf, early 
flowering daffodils and Wanda hybrid primroses. 

Cool planting schemes might feature purple, 
pink and silver, combining ornamental cabbages 
with white cyclamen, purple-leaved heucheras 
such as H 'Cajun Fire' or 'Shanghai' and silver 
foliage plants such as Cineraria 'Silver Dust'. 

Ornamental grasses such as carex and festuca 
can also be added to drape over the edge of 
containers to add both colour, texture and 


movement. 

And don't forget to use berries to brighten any 
patio display, from Callicarpi bodinieri 'Profusion', 
whose lilac flowers in summer precede pinkish 
autumn foliage and masses of dazzling purple 
berries in winter, to the winter cherry (Solanum 
pseudocapsicum), whose shiny orange-red berries 
will last several months. Many people buy them 
to add to their pots in autumn, when the berries 
are at their best. 

Another great plant to include in autumn 
and winter pots is the Skimmia japonica subsp. 
Reevesiana which produces long-lasting clusters 
of bright pillar box red berries in winter, nestled 
among dark evergreen leaves. This hard-working 
evergreen shrub goes on to produce deliciously 
fragrant white flowers in spring. 

The end of summer doesn't have to signal 
the end of colour on the patio. With a little 
imagination, you can be enjoying your containers 
well into autumn and beyond.

THERE will be no ‘budg¬ 
et’ version of the new 
Renault Twingo city car, 
with prices starting at 
£9,495. 

While rivals from 
the Volkswagen Group, 
Hyundai, Toyota and PSA 
Peugeot Citroen have all 
chosen to offer an entry- 
level model, often for less 
than £8,000, Renault is 
chasing sales at the pre¬ 
mium end of the market. 

The Fiat 500 currently 
dominates the high-cost 
city car scene, but Re¬ 
nault hopes to challenge 
it with its new rear-en- 
gined, rear-wheel drive 
effort that shares its plat¬ 
form with the new Smart. 

Two petrol engines will 
be available, including a 
non-turbocharged 1.0-li¬

0.9-litre that will only be 
available on the range¬ 
topping, £11,695 Dynam- 
ique Energy TCe 90. The 
turbocharged engine has 
stop-start technology as 
standard, while it only 
features on the entry-lev¬ 
el engine on the £10,995 
Dynamique SCe 70. 

As a result, only the 
stop-start enabled models 
dip below the lOOg/km 
threshold for free road 
tax, with the lower grades 
attracting a £20 per year 
charge under the current 
system.

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The MX-5, the smile generator! 


IT all started about 18 months ago 
when my wife and I watched, with 
some envy, my father and mother- 
in-law disappearing off on yet an¬ 
other MX-5 Owners Club ‘run’ in 
their immaculate True Red MX-5 
Mk3.5 Sports Tech Coupe, writes 
Marc Newitt. 

With only two seats, joining them 
as a passenger wasn’t possible and, 
as newlyweds, we couldn’t afford a 
shiny new car or even one 10 years 
old - or so we thought. Libby’s 
dad suggested that we look at the 
original MX-5 Mkl which was in¬ 
troduced some 25 years ago as they 
can be picked up for around £1,000 
depending on condition. That’s 
where Poppy entered our lives: 
she is an imported Japanese Eunos 
Roadster (better than UK spec, with 
electric windows and aircon) and, 
despite being found in a dedicated 
MX-5 breakers yard, was in pretty 
good shape having come from a 
country where they tend not to use 
salt on their roads, and she had a 
good few months’ MOT remaining. 

After driving her home, which 
was a delight and a real smile gen¬ 
erator, we took stock of what need¬ 
ed doing and looking back through 
the MOT history where we came 
across a few things that had come 
up for recommendation, but apart 
from that and a few minor dimples 
and blemishes on the paintwork 
she was just perfect - we had our 
own MX-5 and were loving it. We 


quickly joined the MX-5 Owners 
Club and took advantage of the 
enormous wealth of help and ex¬ 
perience that is available from the 
members and on-line via the Club 
website. In addition to regular or¬ 
ganised ‘runs’ most weekends, the 
club organises a couple of “Tech 
Days” where members meet and 
tackle any technical issues on the 
cars, eg repairs or upgrades etc, 
with everyone chipping in their 
practical experience and help. We 
are extremely fortunate in the Cam¬ 
bridge are to have Robbie Marsh as 
a member, Robbie is the technical 
guru of the MX-5 Owners Club and 
also works at EMG in Cambridge 
- what Robbie doesn’t know about 
an MX-5 is not worth mentioning. 
We took advantage of the technical 
input, having just failed our MOT 
with perished gaiters and boots 
which were all replaced during the 
day and passed its MOT the follow¬ 
ing day without any issues. 

Next on the agenda was the hood, 
which was vinyl and in not very 
good condition also the body need¬ 
ed the minor dents removing and 
ideally a new paint job. We could 
have tackled these ourselves, but 
decided to have the hood replaced 
with a custom made mohair hood 
with heated glass rear window, and 
the body work and paint job was 
done by Chips Away in Cambridge 
who did an excellent job leav¬ 
ing us with the wheels which my

father-in-law instructed me how to 
refurbish and with four new tyres, 
Poppy was looking brand new - not 
bad for a 24 year old car. 

We have experienced a number 
of runs, which are organised by 
members themselves. One of the 
early runs was organised by the 
Lincolnshire group including some 
excellent roads and sights in that re¬ 
gion ending up at a lovely ice cream 
shop, however there was a slight 
downside in that the driver’s side 
wing mirror came off, but I am now 
an expert in repairing Mkl wing 
mirrors. A recent trip, organised by 
my father-in-law (being a native of 
the country), was a weeklong tour 
of Scotland and had a total of eight 
MX-5s of all marks, starting off at 
Cambridge Services and taking in 
some of the most spectacular driv¬ 
ing roads in England and Scotland 



including the Lakes, the Galloway 
Forrest, Glencoe, and the Cairn¬ 
gorms National Park. 

Many roads were single track and 
with at least eight hours of driving 
every day, we covered in excess of 
l,600miles and our Mkl performed 
as well as all the others on the tour, 
although it was true to say that we 
had the best driving experience as 
the Mkl has no frills, just a perfect 
balanced layout. 

When I get asked: “What do you 
like best about the car?” I can never 
give anything specific. The ques¬ 
tion really should be “What is there 
about the car that is not to like?” 
The MX-5 is one of the best cars I 
have ever driven and, while not be¬ 
ing the quickest car in the world, it 
is a nippy little thing and handles 
like it’s on rails. Mind you, this is 
coming from a Mkl perspective - I 
have no experience with the MK2 
or 3, although I would say though 
that the Mkl is a driver’s car com¬ 
pared to the other marks (I may get 
some stick for that!). I only say that 
because it has no ABS and every¬ 
thing is made with a sports car in 
mind, and while this may be true 
for the other marks I am of the opin¬ 
ion that luxury was added to the 


mix later and, for me, that takes the 
manual handling out of the equa¬ 
tion. Another thing that I will add 
is that the Mkl very easy to work on 
and spare parts are not an issue. It 
is easy to drive and you will always 
get out feeling like Lewis Hamilton 
with a big smile on your face. 

At the launch of the 25th an¬ 
niversary limited edition MX-5 at 
EMG Cambridge, members of the 
Owners Club provided a ‘Red’ MX-5 
representing each Mark introduced 
since 1989 and displayed these in 
the showroom next to the anniver¬ 
sary car. Our Mkl was there along 
with a Mk2, a Mk2.5, a Mk3 and of 
course my father in laws immacu¬ 
late Mk3.5. It was quite an honour 
to have ours displayed to celebrate 
this milestone in the cars life and 
with the Mk4 on its way I can only 
wonder what it has in store for the 
future, I truly believe that reason 
why the MX-5 has done so well is 
because the Japanese have man¬ 
aged to do what no one else has,: 
they have produced one of, if not 
the, best affordable sports cars 
in motoring history and as long 
they don’t mess with the equation 
too much I honestly can’t see that 
changing in the foreseeable future. 

Oh, and why is she called ‘Pop¬ 
py’? Well when the headlights are 
switched on, they ‘pop up’ simple!

The 34-year-old, who has twice been 
crowned champion jockey in Britain 
as well as once in Ireland, is currently 
retained rider for the powerful operation 
but will work closely alongside Sheikh 
Fahad A1 Thani and his bloodstock 
advisor David Redvers providing feed¬ 
back and advice on their horses from 
2015. 

Spencer said: “This is a fantastic 
opportunity and if I have learned 
anything in my riding career it is that 
you should take such opportunities 
when they come along. 

“As much as I love race riding, it is not 
something I want to do for the rest of my 
life and while I am not necessarily ready 
to retire now, I feel at a stage when I am 
ready for a change.” 

Spencer burst onto the scene when 
winning the Irish 1,000 Guineas aboard 
Tarascon back in 1998 at the age of just 
17, and has enjoyed plenty of big-race 
winners during a career that also saw 
him spend the 2004 season as stable 
rider for Aidan O’Brien. 

He famously shared the British title 
with Seb Sanders in 2007 in a battle that 
went right to the last day, and bagged 
British Classic success with the likes of 
2003 St Leger hero Brian Boru and 2009 
Oaks winner Sariska. 

Andrea Atzeni will be the new 
retained first jockey for Qatar Racing. 

Atzeni, 23, has impressed in riding 
for the likes of Roger Varian, finishing 
second to Australia in the Investec Derby 
on Kingston Hill, and he said: “I feel very 
privileged to have been asked to ride as 
first jockey for Qatar Racing. 

“I would like to thank all the trainers 
who have supported and helped me in 
my career, without whom I would not 
have received this opportunity. 

“In particular, I would like to thank 
Roger Varian and his wife Hanako for 
their support. 

“I credit Roger with putting put me 
on the map, through horses such as 
Kingston Hill.”
